FATHER'S THRILLING 


RESCUE OF CHILDREN 


The 2%-story log and frame dwell- 


ing in Reading township, about 3 miles 
north of East Berlin, owned by Henry 
Krout, Dillsburg, and occupied by his 
son Edw. Krout, was destroyed by flre 
with all its contents about 6 o'clock 
on Thursday evening. Three children, 
ranging from 6 months to 6 years, 
were asleep in the kitchen, when the 
fire broke out, and were saved by the 
timely discovery of the fire. While 
hauling in corn, during the afternoon, 
the parents kept up a fire in the kitch- 
en stove, looking to it at intervals. 
After finishing the day's work, Mr. 
Krout and his wife went to the barn 
to feed the stock and do the milking. 
On returning to the house, Mr. Krout 
saw the interior of the kitchen in 
flames. Rushing into the burning 
building he caught up the three chil- 
dren, who were sleeping on a couch in 
the kitchen, with one armful, and 
dashed through the flames to the yard. 
In the meantime Mrs. Krout had 
reached the house. Between them 
they managed to remove a sewing ma- 
chine and kitchen cabinet from the 
louse, but not until the cabinet was 
damaged by the flames. The children 
were not hurt. The building, which 
was old, but in good condition, and 
'rame construction, burned to the 
round. 
As the farm buildings stand on an 


elevation, the light of 'the flames was 
seen for miles around, and about 700 
persons from East Berlin and from 
miles around were on the scene with- 
n an hour after the breaking out of 
the firs. A trucket brigade was form- 
ed in readiness to fight the flames 
should they spread to other buildings. 
A large frame barn, located agout 80 
feet from the house, with an imple- 
ment shed and corn barn a short dis- 
tance apart, were saved as the wind 
was in the opposite direction. Noth- 
ing but the sewing machir» was saved 
from the burning building. Mrs. Krout 
and her three children were wrapped 
in blankets and taken to the homes of 
neighbors. Two physicians, Dr. Ed- 
gar Miller and Dr. Eugene Elgin, East 
Berlin, were on the premises and ren- 
dered professional aid to Mrs. Krout, 
who is suffering very much from 
shock. 


The loss on the building will amount 


to about $1,500 and the household 
furniture 
to 
about 
$GOO. Edward 


Krout stated that he has his furniture 
partially insured. 


DOT KILLED IN FIGHT 


NOT BY STRAY BULLET 


That Charles Wise, the 12-year-old 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Jos. Wise, Spring 
Grove, who was killed under mys- 
terious circumstances while on Hersh- 
ey's bottom, near that town, on Sat- 
urday afternoon, October 23r last, was 
not struck by a stray bullet as was 
claimed by his companions, one of 
whom was his brother, but was shot 
in the back with a revolver, by Ray- 
mond Stambaugh. 17 years old, of 
the same -town, during a scuffle, it 
has been learned. 


The 
mystery 
surrounding 
the 


shooting was finally cleared up when 
Court Detective Michael Elsesser. of 
York, Monday secured a confession 
from Stambaugh. The lad told a 
thrilling story 
to the 
officer. 
He 


claims that the Wise boy after a 
quarrel went to his home and secured 
a 22-calibre rifle and began firing at 
himself and companions. It was then 
that Stambaugh says he rushed at the 
lad and during a scuffle which en- 
sued the younger boy was shot in the 
back, dying before medical aid was 
secured. 


Statements added to the confession 


by Stambaugh's companions on that 
day show that it is a common prac- 
tice among boys of Spring Grove from 
12 to 17 years of ago to go to the 
bottom near the town where they en- 
age 
in "warfare" with 
firearms 


Detective Elsesser declares that the 
boys' statement concerning things 
that takes place in the bottom is the 
most amazing story he ever heard. 


Jack Wise, 15 years old, brother of 


Charlps; Elmer Glatfelter, 16 years, 
and Raymond Stambaugh, 17 years, 
following the shooting, carried the 
boy to town to a doctor, Riving out a 
story that he hurt been shot by a stray 
bullet, which came from the bushes 
surrounding the bottom, and that they 
knew nothing further. On Sunday 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Wise, parents of 
the dead boy, went to the scene of the 
shooting. Mrs. Wise having worried 
about the occurrence and desiring to 
see the spot where her boy Charles 
had met his death. They were ac- 
companied by their son Jack, and the 
latter, seeing his mother's emotion, 
broke down and told the story. 
It 


was then decided that an investiga- 
tion should be made.

MAN KILLED IN ACCIDENT 


Walter Dugan, Baltimore, in which 


city he is employed as foreman of the

bank gone Democratic!" 


As the first means of restoring con- 


fidence, Cleveland called a special ses- 
sion of congress for the purpose of 
having it repeal tho Siher act of the 
Harrison administration. The next day 
he submitted himself to the surgeon's 
knife for tlx> removal of a cancerous 
ulcer which had appeared in the ioof 
of his mouth. His grave physical con- 
dition was concealed from the punickj 
mind of the public, and the operation 
was peifoimed In tin closest secret.\ 
aboard a jacht as it steamed slowly up 
the E-ist River, off New York. Not un- 
til many jears had passed was it 
known that when congress assembled 
he faced it with a rubber jaw. 


Under the pressure of the president, 


the Silver act was repealed, but only 
after a bitter struggle which left the 
Democratic party hopelessly split. The 
passage of a tariff bill divided the par- 
ty still more. It was such a lobby- 
made, log-rolling measure that Cleve- 
land refused to sign it, but let it be- 
come law without his signature. After 
that th-e Democrats \\ent down in de-

Posen, Poland.—An official of the 


French military mission in Poland has 
told the Associated Press correspon- 
dent that the Polish army would have 
been conquered by the Bolshevik ar- 
mies of Russia if the French had not 
supported the Poles. 
This, notwith- 


standing the fact that the Poies beat 
back the Russian drive on Warsaw. 
' 


The French official based his state- 


ment upon his belief that the Russian 
anny was superior to the Polis-h army 
as an effective fighting machine, with 
the exception of the German-trained 
troops of Posen. 


The Frenchman said he believed the 


Russian organization has been, and 
still is, underestimated and because of 
this tendency to belittle the Russian 
armies the menace to Poland's exist- 
ence, if not to all western Europe, re- 
mains imminent and real. 


Russ Army Not Rabble 


The official said some Russian units 


were poorly equipped, but it was not 
true the army was "a barefoot rab- 
ble." He was convinced the majority 
of the Russian dnisions were "well-or- 
ganized units of good fighting men, 
much better officered than the Poles."

caped patient of the Insane ward at 
the county hospital, gcve residents In 
the neighborhood of Third avenue and 
Acoma street ample proof that it Is 
quite practical to emulate the tree- 
climbing proclivities of the Inhabitants 
of Jungle land. 


Burns was discovered shortly before 


eight o'clock in the morning perched 
in the topmost branches of a tall tree 
by Arthur G. Beavers, in front of 
Seavers' home at 345 Acoma street. He 
was chattering to himself and appar- 
ently deriving much pleasure out of an 
impromptu toilet 


Spends Night in Tree. 


Apparently Burns had spent the 


night in the ti^e. 
He was dressed 


only in trousers and a shirt, was bare- 
headed and without shoes. An extra 
pair of pants and a tattered coat had 
been pressed into sen-ice in lieu of a 
mattress. He appeared perfectly com- 
fortable in his primeval habitation. 


Seavers notified the police. Patrol- 


man Henry Sellers and a squad of as- 
sistants were dispatched to the scene. 
Their efforts for over an hour to coax 
the deluded man down from his dizzy 
perch proved futile. They were joined 
by a hook and ladder company of the 
fire department. An ambulance was 
summoned from the hospital. 


Fear that any attempt to forcibly 


bring the man from the tree might 
cause him to become violent caused 
the housew ives of the neighborhood to 
be pressed into service. 
Armed with 


cups of steaming coffee, griddle cakes, 
candy, fruit and other tempting food- 
stuffs they implored Burns to join 
them In breakfast.

Burns scampered 
far out on a Hmb and amused himself 
by tossing twigs at passing motorists 
while plans were made to bring bun 
down. 


A net was thrown across the street 


to break the fall and the rescuers at- 
tempted to throw a rope over the body 
of the "monfeey-man." 
Suddenly he 


screamed shrilly, threw both hands in- 
to the air and leaped. 


Burns was safely caught in the net 


and was not injured by the fall of 
25 fe4t. He was quickly overpowered 
and loaded into the ambulance and 
was returned to his cell in the county 
hospital.

CLEVELAND CAME BACK 


Prompt Aid Said to Have Pre' 
vented Triumph of the Bol­ 
shevik Armies. 


B 
ENJAMIN HARRISON’S adminis­ 
tration proved to be only an In­ 
termission between the two acts of the 
Cleveland drama. 
History gives but 
n passing glance at the one president 
whose predecessor became his success­ 
or, who had to give up the presidential 
chair to the man he took it from. 


Although Harrison had more brains 
than Cleveland, Cleveland had a- larger 
nature, and that Is what counts most 
In the leadership of men. 


Notwithstanding Benjamin Harrison 
was the grandson of a president, In 
whose bouse he was born, his father 
was poor and the boy was brought up 
plainly. 


Graduating from a small Ohio col­ 
lege, Harrison married at twenty the 
girl to whom he engaged himself at

/*ghteen, and they went to housekeep­ 
ing in a little three-room cottage in 
Indianapolis. He was not admitted to 
the bar until after his marriage, and 
the first money he ever made was as 
a court crier at $2.50 a day. 
Later on 
fie helped out his lean practice with 
his salary as clerk of the supreme 
court of the state. 
Then came the 
Civil war, In which ho served gallantly 
t:s ft colonel and marched with Sher­ 
man to the sea. 
Afterward he rose 
to n high and prosperous rank in the 
practice of law, 


The only political office Harrison 
fever held before his election to the 
presidency was a seat in the senate. 
Defeated for re-election to that body 
In the year before he was elected pres­ 
ident, he left Washington 
with 
no 
thought that he would soon return as 
president-elect, and 
he 
frankly de­ 
scribed himself as “a dead duck,” 


The only candidate that the rank 
rnd file of the Republicans wanted to 
nominate In 1R88 was Blaine. 
But he 
was not well, and he refused to make 
a contest for the nomination. 
At last 
he cabled from Scotland : “Take liar* 
rlson.” 
And the convention indiffer- 
enfly took him. 


The more notable events of the Har­ 
rison 
administration—the 
McKinley 
tariff a c t; the silver act, which more 
than doubled the purchase of that 
metal by the treasury; the Sherman 
law on the subject of trusts; the de­ 
pendent pension act, and the first Pan- 
American congress—hardly belong In 
this little story, because none of them 
originated with the president himself, 
He did not rise to leadership, and con­ 
gress took the reins. All the while he 
sat In the White House In cold aloof­ 
ness. 


With the cry of “Hod help the sur­ 
plus !H the Republicans gave the coun­ 
try In Harrison’s administration the 
Prst "billion-dollar congress," the ap­ 
propriations for the two-year term ris­ 
ing to that unprecedented total. 
To 
*the popular protest Speaker Reed re* 
torted: “This is a billion-dollar coun- 
try.*' But thy country did not feel rich 
enough to pay the higher tariff rates 
ef the McKinley act. 


That law was passed only seven 
weeks before the congressional elec* 
tions In JfcUO, Of course anyone who 
had anything to sell seized upon the 
excuse to mark up prices. The “shop­ 
ping women” rose in jtheir fury at the 
higher co&t of living, and the voters 
/>verwhelmed the Republican majority 
In the house, 


That was tJio forerunner of a still 
irreater political overturn ih the presi­ 
dential election in 18D2, when Harrison 
went down under a sweeping victory 
;<?r Cleveland*

more than left the presidency in 
defeat a:id settled down to the prac­ 
tice of law in New York City than it 
was seen that he was still almost as 
much the leader of the Democratic 
party as when he was in tl:e White 
House. 


In the four years of his retirement, 
he seldom saw party leaders. Yet so 
strong was the reaction against the 
Republicans and so loud the call for 
him in 1SU2 that he returned in tri­ 
umph to the White House. 


One of the periodical panics of the 
30tIv century smote the country with a 
financial and industrial paralysis in 
1893, only two months after the in­ 
auguration. 
As usual, the party in 
power caught the blame, and day after 
day n leading Republican newspaper 
shouted in gleeful headlines: “Another 
bank gone Democratic 1” 


As the first means of restoring con­ 
fidence, Cleveland called a special ses­ 
sion of congress for the purpose of 
having it repeal the Silver act of tho 
Harrison administration. The next day 
he submitted himself to the surgeon’s 
knife for the removal of a cancerous 
ulcer which had appeared in the roof 
of his mouth. His grave physical con­ 
dition was concealed from the panicky 
mind of the public, and the operation 
was performed in the closest secrecy 
aboard a yacht as it steamed slowly up 
the East River, off New York. Not un­ 
til many years had passed was it 
known that wben congress assembled 
he faced It with a rubber jaw. 


Under the pressure of tho president, 
the Silver act was repealed, but only 
after a bitter struggle which left the 
Democratic party hopelessly split. Tho 
passage of a tariff bill divided the par­ 
ty still more. It was such a lobby- 
made, log-rolling measure that Cleve­ 
land refused to sign it, but let it be­ 
come law without his signature. After 
that the Democrats went down in de­ 
feat in the congressional elections of 
1894, 


In 
tho 
depth 
of

troubles the president sent his famous 
Venezuelan message to congress. In 
it he announced that the British gov­ 
ernment had rejected all our appeals 
for the arbitration of a land dispute 
which it was pressing in South Amer­ 
ica, and he boldly proposed that wo 
ourselves skouk} decide the question 
and proceed to enforce the decision. 


Stocks tumbled headlong in Lon­ 
don and New York, and there was 
much wild talk on both sides of the 
Atlantic. But the president confidently 
reassured his troubled private secro- 


POLES SHORT OF OFFICERS 


Russian Army Superior as an Effec­ 
tive Fighting Machine—Polish Offi­ 
cers Admit That the French 
Saved the Day. 


Posen, Poland.—An official of the 
French military mission in Poland has 
told the Associated Press correspon­ 
dent that the Polish army would have 
been conquered by the Bolshevik ar­ 
mies of Russia If the French had not 
supported the Poles. 
This, notwith­ 
standing the fact that the Poies beat 
back the Russian drive on Warsaw. 


The French official based his state­ 
ment upon his belief that the Russian 
army was superior to the Polish army 
as an effective fighting machine* with 
the exception of the German-trained 
troops of Posen. 


The Frenchman said he believed the 
Russian organization has been, and 
still is, underestimated and because of 
this tendency to belittle the Russian 
armies the menace to Poland’s exist­ 
ence, if not to all western Europe, re­ 
mains imminent and real. 


Russ Army Not Rabble 
The official said some Russian units 
were poorly equipped, but it was not 
true the army was “a barefoot rab­ 
ble.” 
Ho was convinced the majority 
of the Russian divisions were “well-or­ 
ganized units of good fighting men, 
much better officered than the Poles.” 
The Poles had 25,000 officers* but 
only 5,000 of them ever went to the

front, although they were sorely need­ 
ed there, he said. There was evidence 
that certain Polish 
companies had 
fought without officers, he asserted, 
and that during the retreat these were 
without commanders. 


An American artillery officer who 
had spent a year in Russia and had 
been under fire at the Polish front, 
told the correspondent he had seen the 
Poles “plant their artillery in the most 
ridiculous places, on the exposed sides 
of hills and right in the open, when 
they could have readily concealed it 
and made it effective.” 


A neutral aviator who had flown 
over the front several times when “bat­ 
tles” were said to be in progress, said 
what he saw of the fighting was “two 
armies keeping about three hours 


apart, the Poles retreating when the 
Russians advanced, and the Russians 
running when the Poles turned and ad­ 
vanced.” 


He said this “Schedule sometimes 
disarranged, and that there was a 
collision 
between 
opposing 
detach­ 
ments,” but he had not witnessed any 
of these clashes. 


A number of Polish officers wi-th 
whom the correspondent talked said 
they were forced to admit the French 
nnved the day, but the weakness of 
their officers was explained by the fact 
that in former years Poles had not 
boen permitted to hold commissions in 
the army, either in Russian, German 
or Austrian Poland, and that the time 
had been too short to develop a staff 
of highly trained officers.

Tanico Kajiyama, the Japanese men­ 
tal marvel, who has been appearing 
at the London Coliseum. 
Most of us 
have been taught that no one can do 
more than one thing at a time. Kaji­ 
yama Is a striking instance to the 
contrary, a writer in the continental 
edlfion of the London Mail says. 
He 
defies all copybook maxims about con­ 
centration on the one matter in hand 
Mid no more. 
He can think and do 
a number of totally diverse things si­ 
multaneously. 
While under a fire of 
questions he reads a paper and writes 
backward on a screen with enormous 
rapidity of the news of the evening. 
And all the time part of his mind is

He asks his audience for five names 
of seven letters.

Eleanor, Maurice. In a flash he writes 
backward a jumbled mass of charac­ 
ters containing all the 35 letters. 
These resolve themselves in precise 
progression 
into 
the 
five 
names 
chosen. 


I have only known ot two cases In 
any way parallel to It. 


Only Two Others Like Him. 


One was a Babu station master in 
India who would send off telegraph 
messages w’lth his foot while he was 
taking down another message with his 
typewriter and at the same time talk­ 
ing about other matters. 


The other case was that of the late 
Rev. 
Stainton Moses, founder and 
first president of the London Spirltual- 
uallstic alliance, 
I have seen him 
writing different messages with both 
hands while he was talking to me. In 
his case he ascribed the faculty to 
supernatural agenoy and believed his 
hands to be controlled by spirits. 


If Kajiyama, whose powers are far 
in advance of these two, claimed su­ 
pernatural 
assistance 
many 
people 
.would \>elieve him. 
He might have 
been burned at the stake in another 
age, but now assuredly he would be 
feted by spiritualists. 


But he makes no claims of the kind 
nor does he think that he possesses any 
facilities that might not be acquired 
by anyone else who takes the trouble 
to cultivate them. 


Thirty-six years old, with a quiet, 
unassuming, almost deprecatory man­ 
ner, pleasant, dreamy voice and weird 
eyes, all the mystery of the East is 
concentrated 
In 
his subtle 
counte­ 
nance. 
He speaks slowly, melodious 
ly and softly. 
You might imagine him 
a lotus eater and never guess that 
beneath the calm exterior a quick and 


agile brain is working at a speed and 
in a manner that to the ordinary man 
seems little short of miraculous. 


Was No Boy Prodigy. 


He is a teetotaler and nonsmoker 
and is married to an Englishwoman. 
As a boy, he will tell you, he was 
anything but a phenomenon. 
At ten 
he could not do the simplest sums in 
arithmetic. 
He had a stern father, 
who used to mete out punishment just­ 
ly and unmercifully. 


They have a pretty little method in 
Japan. 
It consists of putting little 
bits of burning flax down the neck. 


Kajiyama had frequent experiences 
of this torture and bears the marks 
on his body. 
But the strict discipline 
of his early youth brought out his 
qualities. 
Ambition awoke and with 
it a passion for knowledge and long­ 
ing to do something a little better 
than his fellows. 


Mental concentration is an exercise 
much prized in the East, and Kaji­ 
yama learned to concentrate. 
It was 
a slow process. 
A little more every 
4ay, something fresh every day. Now 
he can command at will the capacities 
of his brain, switch off or on the va­ 
rious currents of thought and make 
each cell of the* gray matter perform 
its desired functions. He is master of 
his mind. 


Kajiyama has a theory that there 
are all sorts of unexplored possibili­ 
ties lying dormant in the brain. 
He 
does not think fye has come to any­ 
thing like-the limit of his capacities. 
He is always experimenting* 
He is 
willing, without charge, to explain 
his views on mental efficiency and 
concentration to schools or to »educa­ 
tional authorities.

Denver, Colo.—Fred Burns, an es­ 
caped patient of the Insane word at 
the county hospital, gave residents in 
the neighborhood of Third avenue and 
Acoma street ample proof that it Is 
quite practical to emulate the tree- 
climbing proclivities of the inhabitants 
of jungle land. 


Burns was discovered shortly before 
eight o’clock in the morning perched 
in the topmost branches of a tall tree 
by Arthur G. Seavers, in front of 
Seavers* home at 345 Acoma street. He 
was chattering to himself and appar­ 
ently deriving much pleasure out of an 
Impromptu toilet 


Spends Night in Tree. 


Apparently Burns had spent the 
night in the tr^e. 
He was dressed 
only in trousers and a shirt, was bare­ 
headed and without shoes. 
An fextra 
pair of pants and a tattered coat had 
been pressed into service in lieu of a 
mattress. He appeared perfectly com­ 
fortable in his primeval habitation. 


Seavers notified the police. 
Patrol­ 
man Henry Sellers and a squad of as­ 
sistants were dispatched to the scene., 
Their efforts for over an hour to coax 
the deluded man down from his dizzy 
perch proved futile. They were joined 
by a hook and ladder company of the 
fire department. 
An ambulance was 
summoned from the hospital. 


Fear that any attempt to forcibly 
bring the man from the tree might 
cause him to become violent caused 
the housewives of the neighborhood to 
be pressed into service. Armed with 
cups of steaming coffee, griddle cakes, 
candy, fruit and other tempting food­ 
stuffs they Implored Burns to join 
them in breakfast.

Burns was safely caught In the net 
and was not injured by the fall of 
25 feet. He was quickly overpowered 
and loaded into the ambulance and 
was returned to his cell in the county 
hospital.

It that brought disaster to his sons— 
a laxness of any discipline related to 
their spiritual and mental develop- 
ment. 
Whet we were corrected or 


punished It was for conduct which af- 
fected his comfort or dignity, never 
for a thing which affected the develop- 
ment of our character. 


"We had abundant money to spend. 


It was a part of our father's egotism 
that we should be young swells, and 
we were early In disorderly ways. 
Richard had a genius for cruelty. A 
normal boy is likely to be thoughtless, 
bat Richard was inventive In his cru 
eltles. 
It was brutal. 
He liked t 


tear things to pieces slowly, a fly If It 
was all he could catch—a grasshopper^, 
a field mouse. I had a faithful little 
dog which Richard staked out In the 
ground and killed by vivisection. 
I 


saw the little animal when It was 
breathing its last with Its bowels ex 
posed and Its lungs laid bare. 


"Richard destroyed birds' nests for 


pleasure. He liked to cut a leg off a 
hen and see It stagger about vainly 
trying to walk. He maimed dogs. He 
tortured cattle and horses. He killed 
a fine carriage horse by driving it to 
death purposely to see how long it 
would live under the treatment he 
gave It 


"I doubt that I was a more lovable 


child, but at least I did not have the 
attribute of cruelty. 
I was not only 


younger but I was weaker physically. 
I was sensitive to a degree which made 
me an extraordinary victim to Richard 
when he cared to express his fiendish- 
ness to or upon me. 


"We were getting Into late child- 


hood—I should say that I was about 
fourteen—when Richard began to use 
his inventiveness in cruelty upon mo 
directly. As soon as he had a taste 
of the delight which came from tor- 
menting me I had no further peace. 


"I remember with a still agonized 


vividness my experience in finding a 
snake in my bed. He had put it there. 
He used his superior strength to tor- 
ture me physically. He dominated me 
spiritually. He made life a hell, such 
a hell as life can be made only for a 
child by mistreatment, when reality 
has not starkly asserted • itself, when 
proportions are not established nnd 
when illusions can be kindly or hide- 
ous. 


"Richard and I grew up In this fash- 


Ion, I in terror of him and his malevo- 
lence. When I was fifteen mother" died. 
She hnd been an unassertive mother. 
Circumstances and conditions were be- 
yond her strength of mind or body, but 
she had been a friend, and I missed 
her cruelly. It was really a terrible 
loss at a time when I much needed n 
friend. 


"As we grew older Richard's dia- 


bolical habits became only shrewder, 
not less assertive. He contrived the 
most ingenious schemes for my tor- 
ment. 
He humiliated me whenever 


possible before other boys and, better 
for his purpose, before girls. 


"My father put us out to school to- 


gether, and this suited Richard's pur- 
pose admirably. How I hated this* 
thing that bore my name and my blood ! 
It became an indomitable hate. 
It 


exists to this day. No human being 
ever was so hated by another as my 
brother Richard was by me—and is— 
is to this moment and will be hated 
while a breath remains in my body. 


"When I was eighteen my father 


died, and Richard and I inherited the 
estate under a trusteeship to continue 
until I was twenty-one. Richard was 
then twenty. 
In another year he at- 


tained his majority. He was profligate 
and wild, a heavy drinker, a coarse, 
cruel boor, a licentious young ruffian 
who had suffered twice In actions 
brought by weak 
and 
unfortunate 


girls. 


"It Irritated him beyond expression 


that he had to wait the slow process 
of my coming of age before he could 
come into his share of the property. 
His constant demeanor toward me was 
violent. Several times I tried to estab- 
lish the reasonable relations which 
ought, In convention, to exist between 
brothers. It was quite hopeless, nnd 
my hate for this boor came to be an 
Insane passion. It remains as a pas- 
sion now. 


"I may not be able to satisfy anyone 


that this .was the inevitable 
conse- 


quence of the treatment given me, but 
I could If I were to elaborate the de- 
tails—or merely state them. However, 
my purpose is not so much - to Indict 
my. brother as to record my own tri- 
umph—to assist the commission of a 
crime which has been of Intense satis- 
faction to me, a crime In which I have" 
maintained my culpability with Joy 
and from which, Richard has suffered 
and Is suffering. 


"He Is n broken old man. He Is in 


a penitentiary." 


Here followed a section of the man- 


uscript from which, as I recognized, 
the page Dravada had taken was miss- 
Ing. 
Then It continued: 


"I became n little more assertive of 


my rights and dignity, with the result 
that our quarrels were more violent. 
I tried to fit myself physically to meet 
Richard, but he was very sturdy, and 
his profligate habits had not yet un- 
dermined his health. When I resisted 
him physically be had the better of me. 


Three times he knocked uie uncon- 
scious.. Once I was ill in bed a week 
as the result of a beating he gave me. 


"Frequently he threatened that he 


would kill me. He said this often and 
openly, with every evidence of earnest- 
ness and determination. 
Later that 


counted against him. 


"I was not cowed, und with the great 


hatred firmly rooted I was willing to 
accept the unequal struggle with him. 
It was a joy to hate him, fight him, 
even to be beaten by him. I had re- 
gained enough courage to seek socia- 
bility. 
It was difficult, because his 


refined sense of cruelty led him to 
search me out, wherever I might be 
with my friends, and to humiliate me, 
if possible, before them. 


"One night I had been at a tavern 


In the village with some boys of my 
acquaintance 
when 
Richard, 
being 


drunk and very violent, found me, and 
there was a scene in which he made 
loud threats that he intended to kill 
me. 


"One of my friends persuaded me 


to go home. At Hartley house we 
walked the distance from the house 
to the village in those days. I set 
out alone, but Richard, breaking away 
from the young men who would have 
detained him, pursued me. He causht 
up with me, and v. s abused each other 
as we walked, being overheard by sev- 
eral persons along the way. 


"When we came to a pool by the 


river near the house, he became in- 
sanely violent, cried that he was sick

of seeing me on earth and would rid 
himself of the sight of me. He at- 
tacked me with a heavy stick lie car- 
ried, succeeded in breaking down my 
Kuard and knocked me unconscious. 
Our cries, while he was attacking, 
were heard by a farmer living across 
the 
road. 
Richard 
wa« 
insanely 


drunk. He intended to kill me and 
thought he had done so. He loft the 
spot, 
disturbed, probably, 
by 
the 


thought of physical consequences but, 
I am sure, not by any spiritual mis- 
givings. 


"I do not know how long I remain- 


ed unconscious or when I awoke. It 
may have been ten, forty or sixty min- 
utes. It may have been an hour or 
two. 
When 
it was, consciousness 


brought an aching head and a dawn- 
ing determination. 


"Life with Richard at Hartley house 


had become impossible. I could no 
longer control him, I could no longer 
endure him. 


"A chance of escape and of revenge 


was possible. 
I was, in Richard's un- 


derstanding, dead. He hud tried to 
kill me. He might be made to think 
he had. 
I had considerable money 


with me. Richard, of course, had not 
touched it. Each of us had been giv- 
en, that morning, five hundred dollars 
by trustees. That hod been the occa- 
sion of Richard's murderous debauch. 
It is strange—or is it?—that* I never 
think of him as, or ever called him, 
Dick. 


"I arranged the spot as well as I 


could in the details to suggest that my 
drunken nnd brutal brother had not 
only killed me but had disposed of 
my body In the river. When I had 
done tliis, relying for success on his 
uncertain memory of tlie act which 
already had terrified him, I left Hart- 
ley house—all Its painful memories 
and brutal experiences, the unhappi- 
ness I had experienced there, the mis- 
erable childhood, the wretched boy- 
liood And tne young manhood, come 
to this furtive, malevolent end.

and if life and health be spared me. 
I shall make it and life in it jovial, 
and If strength be spared my \\ill, the 
knowledge that my In-other Richard 
is suffering for the murder of a dead 
live man shall be the cosy north \\;ud 
in the caves below \\lucli burn my 
cheerful lires. 


"This is my crime, and if it causes 


no one dear to me later to suffer, I 
want it known.

I shall 
be what I ha\e been, Homer Sidney.

THREE HURT 111 AUTO 


WRECK AT ABBOTT8TOWN 


At 11 o'clock Wednesday night, a 


Briscoe touring car, driven by a young 
man from Columbia, struck the circle 
curb in the center of Abbottstown and 
overturned. The Columbia man who 
gave his name as "Snyd^r", was only 
slightly injured, but two young girls 
in' the car with him were very badly 
hurt Residents of Abbottstown be- 
lieve that all three of the occupants of 
the car gave fictitious names. "Sny- 
der," a former soldier, was uncon- 
scious but came to quickly. One of 
the girls was thought to have sustain- 
ed two fractured ribs, lacerations of 
the face and bruises on the legs while 
the other had a broken shoulder blade. 


On-a girl said she was "Miss Atkins 


from Gettysburg" but did not know 
what street she lived on there. The 
machine was badly wrecked after per- 
forming the usual stunts of turning 
turtle and then landing again on all 
four wheels as it struck a pole it re-- 
bounded. Its speed was estimated at 
45 miles per hour. 


"Snyder", who is said to have been 


drinking, declared as soon as he re- 
gained consciousness. 
"You can't kill 


a soldier. That was a close one but 
not close enough for me. I rode in 
balloons during the war and like to 
fly high." 


Dr. T. C. Miller and Dr. W. F. Hoi- 


linger, Abbottstown physicians, at- 
tended to the three injured persons 
and then conveyed them in the latter's 
car to York where they were transfer- 
red to an ambulance from the Colum- 
bia hospital and taken to that insti- 
tution. 


MILL BURNS AT ZORA 


To purchase a 90-year-old mill only 


six months ago from F L. Eisley to re- 
fit it with $7,000 worth of brand new 
machinery, and then to lose the -entire 
establishment together with a garage, 
touring car and truck was the misfor- 
tune to befall V. H. Beam, of Zora, 
Liberty township, Friday night. Fire 
which is believed to have start-ad from 
a stove flue broke out shortly before 
8 o'clock between tin and shingles at 
the east end of Mr. Beam's mill known 
as the Liberty Rolling Mill. In a short 
tim?& the conflagration gained tremen- 
dous headway and caused a loss to the 
owner estimated at $20,000. Approx- 
imately 2100 bushels of grain were 
contained in the building besides the 
$7,000 worth of new equipment which 
had been installed exactly one month 
and one day before the breaking out 
of the fire. Insurance totaling $7,000 
was carried on the mill but "not a 
penny," according to Mr. Beam him- 
self, was carried on the touring car, 
truck, or garage which were all de- 
stroyed also. The only person to be 
injured in «Jhe fire was C. S. Beam, 
brother of the owner, who burned his 
hand badly. 


HOSPITAL DRIVE BEGINS 


ON THANKSGIVING DAY 


County-wide Interest was shown In 


the project to raise an endowment 
fund of $100,000 for the Hospital. 
Twenty-five men representing eleven 
banking Institutions and the directors 
of the hospital association assembled 
In the hospital building. Definite plans 
were adopted and an ambitious cam- 
paign, in w,hlch the "we-will-wln" 
spirit predominated, was discussed. A 
short but energetic drive was favored 
generally by the bankers as against a 
long drawn out canvass. The drive 
will begin on Nov. 25th and will last 
ten days. 


Charles W. Gardner, of the Lincoln 


Trust Company in Gettysburg, was 
elected chairman of the drive. He em- 
phasized the point that efforts should 
be made to secure the small contribu- 
tions as well as the larger ones. No 
definite quota is given each bank al- 
though a suggested amount is named 
which is based upon the money on de- 
posit in each institution. The matter 
of collecting the money was left to 
the directors in each case to decide. 


Subscription blanks in the form of 


a negotiable note were decided as a 
method to be used in making contri- 
jutions in semi-annual, annual or full 
amount in cash payments. News pa- 
per advertising, it was agreed, would 
>e the most efficient method by which 
to present the proposition to the peo- 
ple of the county.

Alexander Mansberger, of 
Franklin, arrived that morning, ac- 
companied by Miss Blanche E. Schrie- 
ber, of Chicago, a friend of the young 
man. Short funeral services for the 
family were held at the funeral par- 
lors. Mansberger, who was 25 years 
old, was a regular army man, having 
enlisted in 1915 from Chicago.

“But this scheme of life had this in 
it that brought disaster to his sons— 
a laxness of any discipline related to 
their spiritual and mental develop­ 
m ent 
When we wore corrected or 
punished it was for conduct which af­ 
fected his comfort or dignity* never 
for a thing which affected the develop­ 
ment of our character, 


“We had abundant money to spend. 
It was a part of our father’s egotism 
that we should be young swells, and 
wo were early in disorderly ways. 
Richard had a genius for cruelty.. A 
normal boy is likely to be thoughtless, 
but Richard was inventive in his cru­ 
elties. 
It was brutal. 
He liked to 
tear things to pieces slowly, a fly if it 
was all he could catch—a grasshopper, 
a field mouse. 
I had a faithful little 
dog which Richard staked out in the 
ground and killed by vivisection. 
I 
saw the little animal when it was 
breathing its last with its bowels ex­ 
posed and its lungs laid bare. 


“Richard destroyed birds’ nests for 
pleasure. 
He liked to cut a leg off a 
hen and see it stagger about vainly 
trying to walk. He maimed dogs. He 
tortured cattle and horses. 
He killed 
a fine carriage horse by driving it to 
death purposely to see how long it 
would live under the treatment he 
gave i t 


“I doubt that I was a more lovable 
child, but at least I did not have the 
attribute of cruelty. 
I was not only 
younger but I was weaker physically. 
I was sensitive to a degree which made 
me an extraordinary victim to Richard 
when he cared to express his fiendish- 
ness to or upon me. 


“We were getting into late child­ 
hood—I should say that I was about 
fourteen—when Richard began to use 
his inventiveness in cruelty upon me 
directly. 
As soon as he had a taste 
of the delight which came from tor­ 
menting me I had no further peace. 


“I remember with a still agonized 
vividness my-experience in finding a 
snake in my bed. He had put it there. 
He used his superior strength to tor­ 
ture me physically. He dominated me 
spiritually. He made life a hell, such 
a hell as life can be made only for a 
child by mistreatment, when reality 
has nof starkly asserted • itself, when 
proportions are not established and 
when illusions can be. kindly or hide­ 
ous. 


“Richard and I grew up In this fash- 
j Ion, I in terror of him and his malevo­ 
lence. When I was fifteen mothet* died. 
She had been an unassertive mother. 
Circumstances and conditions were be­ 
yond her strength of mind or body, but 
she had been a friend, and I missed 
her cruelly. 
It was really a terrible 
loss at a time when I much needed a 
friend. 


“As we grew older Richard’s dia­ 
bolical habits became only shrewder, 
not less assertive. 
He contrived the 
most ingenious schemes for my tor­ 
ment. 
He humiliated me whenever 
possible before other boys and, better 
for his purpose, before girls. 


“My father put us out to school to­ 
gether, and this suited Richard’s pur­ 
pose admirably. 
How I hated this 
thing that bore my name and my blood! 
It became an Indomitable hate. 
It 
exists to this day. 
No human being 
ever was so hated by another as my 
brother Richard was by me—and is— 
is to this moment and will be hated 
while a breath remains in my body.

However, 
my purpose is not so much to indict 
my brother as to record my own tri­ 
umph—to assist the commission of a 
crime which has been of intense satis­ 
faction to me, a crime in \yhlch I have* 
maintained my culpability with joy 
and from which Richard has suffered 
and Is suffering. 


“He is a broken old man. 
He Is in 
a penitentiary.” 


Here followed a section of the man­ 
uscript from which, as I recognized, 
the page Dravada had taken was miss­ 
ing.

“I became a little more assertive of 
my rights and dignity, with the result 
that our quarrels were more violent 
I tried to fit myself physically to meet 
Richard, but he was very sturdy, and 
his profligate habits had not yet un­ 
dermined his health.

there was a scene in which he made 
loud threats that he intended to kill 
me. 


“One of my friends persuaded me 
to go home. 
At Hartley house we 
walked the distance from the house 
to the village in those days. 
I set 
out alone, but Richard, breaking away 
from the young men who would have 
detained him, pursued me. 
He causht 
up with me, and we abused each other 
as we walked, being overheard by sev­ 
eral persons along the way. 


“When we came to a pool by the 
river near 'the house, he became in­ 
sanely violent, cried that he was sick

of seeing me on earth and would rid 
himself of the sight of me. 
He at­ 
tacked me with a heavy stick he car­ 
ried, succeeded in breaking down my 
guard and knocked me unconscious. 
Our cries, while he was attacking, 
were heard by a farmer living across 
the 
road. 
Richard 
was 
insanely 
drunk. 
He intended to kill me and 
thought he had done so. 
He left the 
spot, 
disturbed, 
probably, 
by 
the 
thought of physical consequences but, 
I am sure, not by any spiritual mis­ 
givings. 


“I do not know how long I remain­ 
ed unconscious or when I awoke. 
It 
may have been ten, forty or sixty min­ 
utes. 
It may have been an hour or 
two. 
wiien 
It 
was, 
consciousness 
brought an aching head and a dawn­ 
ing determination. 


“Life with Richard at Hartley house 
had become impossible. 
I could no 
longer control hhn, I could no longer 
endure him, 


“A chance of escape and of revenge 
was possible. 
I was, in Richard’s un­ 
derstanding, dead. 
He had tried to 
kill me. 
He might be made to think 
he ‘had. 
I had considerable money 
with me. 
Richard, of course, had not 
touched I t 
Each of us had been giv­ 
en, that morning, five hundred dollars 
by trustees. That had been the occa­ 
sion of Richard’s murderous debauch.

And

Pack in Neat Boxes of Most 


Convenient Size. 


Capons selected for killing should 


be confined for 24 hours without feed 
or water to empty their crops com- 
pletely. The usual method of killing 
Is known as the sticking method. The 
fowl is hung up by the feet, the head 
In the left hand, and the whole body 
stretched to full length. The mouth is 
forced open and the blood vessels at 
the back of the throat are severed 
with a sharp narrow-bladed 
knii'e. 


The knife is then turned and the 
point plunged through the roof of the 
mouth to a point just behind and be- 
tween the eyes, piercing the brain. 
The muscles are relaxed and the 
feathers come out easily. 


Dry Picking Is Best. 


Capons should always be dry picked, 


as they look much better and as some 
of the feathers should be left on. The 
feathers of the neck and bead, the tail 
feathers, those a short waj up the 
back, the feathers of the last two 
joints of the wing, and those of the 
leg, about one-third of the way from 
knee to hip joint, should be left on. 
These feathers, together with the head 
of the capon, ser\e to distinguish it 
from other classes of poultry on the 
market,

never be removed.

By the use of food products inspec- 


tion service shippers. leceuers and 
others interested can obtu'n s\\orn 
statements attesting the condition of 
perishable products received at cen- 
tral markets. 
With immediate evi- 


dence of. the condition of the food sales 
are made prciuptly, thereby facilitat- 
ing the distribution of the products 
handled. This prevents deterioration 
and \\aste on account of delays refill- 
ing from disputes as to the condition 
of products, lumens the release of cars 
and prevents unfair trade practices. 


The bureau has some 40 representa- 


tive* located at 20 important market 
centers to make inspections upon re- 
quest of tho^e concerned w i t h the ship- 
ments. A charge of s'J r>0 is made for 
less than half a caiload and §4 for 
each half a carload or more. 


Good Specimen of Capon. 


should be sewn up. 
Capons scalded 


and picked bare bring very little, if 
any, 
better prices than other poultry 


in the same condition. 


Most markets require capons to be 


undrawn and the head and feet left 
on. Care should be used to cleanse 
the head and feet of all signs of blood 
and filth. 


Pack in Neat Box. 


After picking, the carcasses are 


hung in a cool place until the animal 
heat has entirely left the body, when 
they are ready to be packed. 
Like 


other poultry they should be packed 
in boxes of convenient size, holding a 
dozen carcasses, or in barrels. Every 
attention should he given to neatness 
and attractiveness, as this helps the 
sale and the price. 
During the time 


of year when most capons are mar- 
keted—January, February and March 
—no ice is necessary, but if for any 
reason they are 
shipped in warm 


weather they should be packed in 
ice.

Corn has an advantage over the 


small grains. 
Its growing period is 


during the \\nrtncst part of the yenr. 
The soil is then dried out nnd warmed 
thoroughly. 
The days are then the 


longest nnd the sun shines the warm- 
est. All these things are needed by a 
plant to make growth. From this It 
becomes plain why corn should pro- 
duce more food on an ncre of land 
than a crop that does not take advan- 
tage of the whole growing season. 


Corn has another 
advantage and 


that is that its nature of growth la 
such that it cnn be cultivated. 
Mnny 


may think that this is a disadvantage. 
The cultivation kills woods and keeps 
the moisture from escaping. 
While 


corn uses ns much moistuie as n grain 
crop, the cultivation gi\en it reduces 
the amount of moisture that evapor- 
ates from the soil—in this way mak- 
ing the corn crop a moisture saver. 


The corn crop has the advantage of 


season of growth, enabling it to pro- 
duce more per acre than the grain 
crops nnd the advantage of lending 
itself to being cultivated, which saves 
moisture and kills weeds, making it 
both a good producer and a crop to 
prepare the land for other crops.

REPORT OF WORK DONE IX ADAMS 


COUNTY BY R. 0, SECRETARY 
In making the Red Cross Home Ser­ 
vice Report for the year, Nov. 1, 1919 
to Nov. 1» 1920. it is interesting to 
note that tho character of the work 
is slowly 'changing. 
Altho the war 
is a memory* its results are still with 
us, and the men and their families 
who learned the value of the R. C. 
service in their time of stress, still 
come to the Red Cross to be helped 
with problems and difllculties that are 
the result of their service in the war 
or of adjustment to civilian life. 
Over 
115 ex-service men and their families 
have brot their varied needs, and help 
has .been given in filling out applica­ 
tions for compensation with their sup­ 
porting records and evidence that the 
disability is due to or agravated by 
service of th^ir country. 
Men have 
been put in touch with the United 
States Public Health Service physi­ 
cians for treatment at home or in a 
hospital. 
In one case, the help meant 
a journey of nearly 50 miles, round 
trip, to a disabled man ill in bod, tak­ 
ing along a doctor and Notary Public, 
so that the necessary papers might be 
hurried to the Bureau of W ar Risk 
Insurance without delay, followed up 
by telegrams, for the illness of the 
man required haste. 
Disability forms 
have been sent in each compensation 
case to the Federal Board for Voca­ 
tional Training, and help has been 
given in getting the men started in 
their courses of training. 
In addition, 
discharge papers have been copied, 
assistance has been given in applying 
for bonus, refund of allotments and 
back pay, and Government Insurance 
has been re-instated aaul converted, 
amounting 
to 
over 
$50,000. 
Every 
section of the county has been repre­ 
sented by the Red Cross office. 


One child crippled by infantile pa­ 
ralysis was sent to the Jefferson Hos­ 
pital, at Philadelphia, and operated 
on with excellent prospect of being 
made able to walk. 
A crippled man 
has been put in touch with the voca­ 
tional training that has been recently 
established by the Bureau of Industry 
and Labor of Pennsylvania. 
Milk has 
been furnished children who needed 
the additional nourishment. 
Permis­ 
sion to extend the R. C. Home Service 
to civilian families was granted by 
R. C. Division Headquarters last De­ 
cember. 
Previous to this time, we 
were allowed to serv/e only soldiers 
and ex-service men and their families 
and inbuenza victims. 
The reason for 
extending our service to civilians was 
because there is no other agency in 
Adams county offering social service 
to the entire community regardless of 
race or religion. 
The work with and 
for civilian families is growing grad­ 
ually. 
People have to be made aware 
of the variety and possibility of ser­ 
vice which is offered them by the Red 
Cross. 
The Red Cross offeres to each 
. cpmmunity, in Peacv. the service it 
¡proved itself capable of ministering 
l in w ar and disaster. 
It is offered, not 
: forced* upon anyone, and the response 
<to the Membership Roll Call, Novem­ 
ber 11 to 25, will be the answer oi Ad­ 
ams County to this offer of Service 
freely made.

No Feed or Water Should Be 
Given for 24 Hours B.efore 
Fowls Are Killed. 


STICKING METHOD FAVORED 


Some Feathers Should Be Allowed to 
Remain as Distinguishing Mark— 
Pack In Neat Boxes of Most 
Convenient Size. 


Capons selected for killing should 
be confined for 24 hours without feed 
or water to empty their crops com­ 
pletely. 
The usual method of killing 
is known os the sticking method. The 
fowl is hung up by the feet, the head 
in the left hand, and the whole body 
stretched to full length. The mouth is 
forced open and the blood vessels at 
the back of the throat are severed 
with a sharp narrow-bladed knife. 
The knife is then turned and the 
point plunged through the roof of the 
mouth to a point just behind and be­ 
tween the eyes, piercing the brain. 
The muscles are relaxed and the 
feathers come out easily. 


Dry Picking Is Best. 


Capons should always be dry picked, 
as they look much better and as some 
of the feathers should be left on. The 
feathers of the neck and head, the tail 
feathers, those a short way up the 
back, the feathers of the *last two 
joints of the wing, and those of the 
leg, about one-third of the way from 
knee to hip joint, should be left on. 
These feathers, together with the head 
of the capon, serve to distinguish It 
from other classes of poultry on the 
market, 
and 
consequently 
should 
never be removed. 
In packing, be 
careful not to tear the skin. 
Bad 
tears, poultry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture say,

should be sewn up. 
Capons scalded 
and picked bare bring very little, if 
any, better prices than other poultry 
in the same condition. 


Most markets require capons to be 
undrawn and the head and feet left 
on. 
Care should be used to cleanse 
the head and feet of all signs of blood 
and filth. 


Pack In Neat Box. 


After picking, 
the carcasses are 
hung In a cool place until the animal 
heat has entirely left the body, when 
they are ready to be packed. 
Like 
other poultry they should be packed 
in boxes of convenient size, holding a 
dozen carcasses, or in barrels. Every 
attention should be given to neatness 
and attractiveness, as this helps the 
sale and the price. 
During the time 
of year when most capons are mar­ 
keted—January, February and March 
—no ice is necessary, but If for any 
reason they are shipped 
in warm 
weather they should be packed in 
ice.

ture, during the 12 months ended June 
SO, 1D20. 
This is an increase of 78 
per cent over the number of Inspec­ 
tions for tbe preceding year. 


By the use of food products inspec­ 
tion service shippers, receivers and 
others Interested can obtain sworn 
statements attesting the condition of 
perishable products received at cen­ 
tral markets. 
With immediate evi­ 
dence of the condition of the food sales 
are made promptly, thereby facilitat­ 
ing the distribution of the products 
handled. 
This prevents deterioration 
and waste on account of delays result­ 
ing from disputes as to the condition 
of products, hastens the release of cars 
and prevents unfair trade practices. 


The bureau has some 40 representa­ 
tives located at 26 important market 
centers to make inspections upon re­ 
quest p f those concerned with the ship­ 
ments. A charge of §2.50' is made for 
less than half a carload and $4 for 
each half a carload or more. 


CORN HAS MANY ADVANTAGES 


Growing Period Is During Hottest Part 
of Year When Soil Is Dry and 
Thoroughly Warm. 


Corn has an advantage over the 
small grains. 
Its growing period is 
during the warmest part of the year. 
The soil Is then dried out and warmed 
thoroughly. 
The days are then the 
longest and the sun shines the warm­ 
est. All these things are needed by a 
piant to make growth. 
From this it 
becomes plain why corn should pro­ 
duce more food on an acre of land 
than a crop that does not take advan­ 
tage of the whole growing season. 


Corn has another advantage and 
that is that its nature of growth is 
such that ‘it can be cultivated. 
Many 
may think that this Is a disadvantage. 
The cultivation kills weeds and keeps 
the moisture from escaping. 
While 
corn uses as much moisture as a grain 
crop, the cultivation given it reduces 
the amount of moisture that evapor­ 
ates from the soil—in this way mak­ 
ing the corn crop a moisture saver. 


The corn crop has the advantage of 
season of growth, enabling it to pro­ 
duce more per acre than the grain 
crops and the advantage of lending 
Itself to being cultivated, which saves 
moisture and kills weeds, making It 
both a good producer and a crop to 
prepare the land for other crops. 


CUT S W EET C LO V ER FOR S EED 


Difficult to Harvest Because Seed* 
Mature Unevenly—Stock Eat 
Some of Straw. 


Sweet clover Is difficult to harvest 
for seed because It matures its seeds 
unevenly. The best time to cut it for 
seed Is when half the seed pods have 
turned dark, and any grain or corn 
harvester will bundle the clover nice­ 
ly, The stra\v is usually woody, but 
stock will consume some of it. When 
it Is too coarse for feed It makes 
mighty good material to plow untjer.

Mrs. Krout 
had 
reached 
the 
house. 
Between 
tlwm 
they managed to remove a sewing ma- 
chine and kitchen cabinet from the 
house, but not until the cablU'St was 
damaged by the flames. The children 
were not hurt. 
The building» which 
was old, but in good condition, and 
frame construction, 
bunied 
to 
the 
ground. 


As the farm buildings stand on an 
elevation, the light of the flamss was 
seen for miles around, and about 700 
persons from East Berlin and from 
miles around were on the scene with- 
in an hour after the breaking out of 
the fire. A drucket brigade was form-

York, Monday sccurod a confession 
from 
Stambaugh. 
The 
lad 
told

stoiy 
to 
the 
ofllcer. 
He 
claims 
that 
tho 
Wise boy after a 
qnnrrcl went to his home and s-scurcd 
a 22-calibrG rifle and began firing at 
himself and companions. 
It was then 
that Stambaugh says ho rushed at Uie 
lad and during a scufilo which en- 
sued the younger boy was shot in th-e 
back, dying before medical aid was 
secured. 


Statements added to tho confession 
by Stambaugh's companions on that 
day show that it is a common prac- 
tice among boys of Spring Grove from 
12 to 17 years of aga to go to the 
bottom near tho town where they en- 
gage 
in 
"Avarfare" 
with 
firearms. 
Detective Elsesser declares that tho 
boys' 
statement 
concerning' 
things 
that takes place in the- bottom is tho 
most amazing story he ever hoard. 


Jack Wise. 15 years old. brother of 
Charlps; Elmer Glatfelter, 16 years, 
and 
Raymond Stambaugh. 17 years, 
following 
tho 
shooting, carrlad tho 
boy to town to a doctor, giving out a 
story that he had been shot by a stray 
bullet, which came from the bushes 
surrounding the bottom, and that they 
knew 
nothing 
further. On 
Sunday 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Wise, parents of 
tho dead boy, went to the scenc of the 
shooting, Mrs. Wise having worried 
about the occurrence and desiring to 
see the spot where her boy Charles 
had met his death. 
They were hc- 
companied by their son Jack, and the 
latter, seeing his' mother's emotion, 
broke down and told the story.

was then decided that an investiga- 
tion should bo made.

Any fee paid by the 
soldier to an attorney or claim agent is a 
needless expense."

Although Harrison had more brains 
than Cleveland, Cleveland had ftr larger 
nature, and that Is what counts most 
In the leadership oi men. 


Notwithstanding Benjamin Harrison 
was the grandson of a president, In 
whose bouse he was born, his father 
was poor and the boy was brought up 
plainly. 


Graduating from a small Ohio col- 
lege, Harrison married at twenty the 
girl fo whom he engaged himself at 
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ft-.-

y'ghteen, and they went to housekeep- 
ing In a little three-room cottage in 
Indianapolis. He was not admitted to 
tJio bar until after his marriage, and 
the Orst money he ever made was as 
a court crier at $2.50 a day. 
Later on 
he helped out his lean practice Avith 
his salary as clerk of the supreme 
court of the state. 
Then came the 
civil war, in which he served gallantly 
iis a colonel and marched with Sher- 
man to the sea. 
Afterward he rose 
lo a high and prosperous rank In the 
practice of law. 


The only political ofllce Harrison 
fever held before his election to the 
presidency was a seat In the senate. 
Hefealed foV re-election to that body 
In the year i)efore he was elected pres- 
ident. lie left Washington 
with 
no 
thought that he wouUl soon return as 
president-elect, and 
lie 
frankly de- 
tcrlbert himself as "a dead duck," 


Tiie only candidate that the rank 
rnd file of tiie Republicans wanted to 
nomínale In 1FS8 was Blaine. 
But he 
was not well, and he refused to make 
n contest for the nomination. 
At last 
he cabled from Scotland : "Talce Han 
ripon." 
And the convention Indlffer- 
enjly took him. 


The more notable events of the Har- 
rison 
administration—the 
McKinley 
tariff act; the silver act, which more 
than doubled the purchase 
of 
that 
metal by the treasury; the Shennan 
law on the subject of trusts; the do- 
pendent pension act, and the ilrst Pan- 
American congress—hardly belong In 
this little story, bpcauso none of them 
originated with the president himself. 
He did not rise to leadership, and con- 
gress took the reins. All the while he 
Bflt In the White House In cold aloof- 
ness. 


With the cry of "Ood help the sur- 
plus!" the Kcpublicans gave the coun- 
try In Harrison's administration 
the 
Trst "bllllou-dollar congress." the ai> 
proprlatlons for the two-year term ris- 
ing to that unprecedented total. 
To 
Hho popular protest Bjieaker Jteed re- 
torted: "This Is a billion-dollar coun- 
try." But thy country did not feel rich 
wiough to pay the liigher tariH* rotes 
rf the McKinley act. 


That law was passed only 
seven 
W(ieUs before the congressional elec* 
tlons in Jí^üO, Of course anyone who 
had .anything to sell seized upon the 
excuse to mark up prices. The "sliop- 
p^ng women" rose in jthelr fury nt the 
higher cost of living, and the voters 
overwhelmed the Republican majority 
In tlie house. 


That was tJie forerunner of a still 
trreoter political overturn in the presl- 
iieiitJal election in 18U2, when Harrison 
went clown under a sweeping victory 
^ot* r*lovi»Jjind.

more than left the presidency in 
defeat and settled down to the prac- 
tice of law In New York City than it 
was seen that he was still almost as 
much the leader of the Democratic 
party as when he was In the White 
House. 


In the four years of his retirement, 
ho seldom saw party leaders. Yet so 
strong \vas the reaction against the 
Republicans and so loud the call for 
him In 1892 that he returned In tri- 
umph to the White House. 


One of the periodical panics of the 
30tlv century smote the country with a 
financial 
and Industrial paralysis in 
18D3, only two months after the in- 
auguration. 
As usual, the party in 
power caught the blame, and day after 
day n leading Republican newspaper 
shouted In gleeful headlines: "Anotlier 
bank gone Democratic!" 


As the llrst means of restoring con- 
fidence, Cleveland called a special ses- 
sion of congress for the purpose of 
having it repeal the Silver act of the 
Harrison administration. The next day 
he submitted himself to the surgeon's 
knife for th-e removal of a cancerous 
ulcer which had appeared in the roof 
of his mouth. His grave physical con- 
dition was concealed from the panicky 
mind of the public, and the operation 
was performed In the closest secrecy 
aboard a yacht as it steamed slowly up 
the East River, ofC New York. Not nn- 
til many years had passed was it 
known that wben congress assembled 
he faced It with a rubber Jaw. 


Under the pressure of the president, 
the Silver act was repealed, but only 
after a bitter struggle which left tlie 
Democratic party hopelessly spilt. The 
passage of a tariff bill divided the par- 
ty still more. It was such a lobby- 
made, log-rolling measure that Cleve- 
land refused to sign it, but let it be- 
come law without his signature. After 
that th*e Democrats went down in de- 
feat in the congressional elections of 
1894. 


In 
the 
depth 
of

domestic 
troubles the president sent his famous 
Venezuelan message to congress. 
In 
It he announced that the British gov- 
ernment had rejected all our appeals 
for the arbitration of a land dispute 
which it was pressing In South Amer- 
ica, and he boldly proposed that wo 
ourselves shouU} decide the question 
ana proceed to enforce the decision. 


Slocks tumbled headlong in Lon- 
don and New York, and there was 
much wild talk on both sides of the 
Atlantic. But the president confidently

Cleveland's hardest, loagest battle in 
his second administration was for the 
gold standard.

Posen, Poland.—An ofilcial of the 
French military mission in Poland has 
told the Associated Press correspon- 
dent that the Polish army would have 
been conquered by the Bolshevik ar- 
mies of Russia If the French had not 
supported the Poles. 
This, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Poies beat 
back the Russian drive on Warsaw. 


The French ofilcial based his state- 
ment upon his belief that the Russian 
army was superior to the Polish army 
as an effectIvo fighting machine, with 
the exception of the German-trained 
ti'oops of Posen. 


The Frenchman said he believed the 
Russian organisation has been, and 
still Is, underestimated and because of 
Ihls tendency to belittle the Russian 
armies the menace to Poland's exis't- 
ence. If not to all western Europe, re- 
mains Imminent and real. 


Russ Army Not Rabble 
The ofiicial said some Russian units 
were poorly equipped, but It was not 
true the army was "a barefoot rab- 
ble." 
lie was convinced the majority 
of the Russian divisions were "well-or- 
ganlzod units of good fighting men, 
nmch better ofilcered than the Poles." 


The Poles had 25,000 ofiicers^ but 
only 5,000 of them ever went to the

Tiie other case was that of the late 
Rev. 
Stalnton 
Moses, founder 
and 
first president of the London Splrltual- 
uallstlc alliance. 
I have seen him 
writing different messages with both 
hands while he was talking to me. In 
his case he ascribed the faculty to 
supernatural agenoy and believed his 
hands to be controlled by spirits. 


If Krjiyama, whose powers are far 
in advance of these two, claimed su- 
pernatural 
assistance 
many 
people 
.would *jelIove him. 
He might have 
been burned at the stake in another 
age, but now assuredly he would be 
feted by spiritualists. 


But he makes no claims of the kind 
nor does he think that he possesses any 
facqities that might not be acquired 
by anyone else who takes the trouble 
to cultivate them. 


Thirty-six years old, with a quiet, 
unassuming, almost deprecatory man- 
ner, pleasant, dreamy voice and weird 
eyes, all the mystery of the East Is

But the strict discipline 
of his early youth brought out his 
qualities. 
Ambition awoke and with 
It a passion for knowledge and long- 
ing to do something a little better 
than his fellows. 


Mental concentration is an exercise 
much prized In the East, and Kajl- 
yama learned to concentrate. 
It was 
a slow process, 
A little more every 
4ay, something fresh every day. Now 
he can command at will the capacities 
of his brain, switch off or on the va- 
rious currents of thought and make 
each cell of the* gray matter perform 
its desired functions. He Is master of 
his mind. 


Kajlyama has a theory that there 
are all sorts of unexplored possibili- 
ties lying dormant in the brain. 
He 
does not think be h&s come to any- 
thing like-the limit of his capacities. 
He is always experimenting^ 
He is 
willing, without charge, to explain 
Ids views on mental efficiency and 
concentration to schools or to »eduea- 
tional authorities.

A net was thrown across the street 
to break the fall and the rescuei-s at- 
tempted to Uirow a rope over the body 
of the "monkey-man." 
Suddenly he 
screamed shrilly, tlirew botli hands in- 
to the air and leaped. 


Burns was safely caught in the net 
and was not injured by the fall of 
25 feet. He was quickly overpowered 
and loaded Into the ambulance and 
was returned to his cell In the county 
hospital.

tear things to pieces slowly, a fly if It 
was all he could catch—a grasshopper, 
a field mouse. 
I had a faithful little 
dog which Richard staked out in the 
ground and killed by vivisection. 
I 
saw the little animal when it was 
breathing its last with its bowels ex- 
posed and its lungs laid bare. 


"Richard destroyed birds' nests for 
pleasure. 
He liked to cut a leg off a 
hen and see It stagger about vainly 
trying to walk. He malmod dogs. 
He 
tortured cattle and horses. 
He killed 
a fine carriage horse by driving It to 
death purposely to see how long it 
would live under the treatment 
he 
gave It 


"I doubt that I was a more lovable 
child, but at least I did not have tlie 
attribute of cruelty. 
I was not only 
younger but I was weaker physically. 
I was sensitive to a degree which made 
me an extraordinary victim to Richard 
when he cared to express his fiendish- 
ness to or upon me. 


"We were getting Into late child- 
hood—I should say that I was about 
fourteen—when Richard began to use 
his Inventiveness In cruelty upon me 
directly. 
As soon as he had a taste 
of the delight which came from tor- 
menting me I had no further peace. 


"I remember with a still agonized 
vividness my-experience In finding a 
snake in my bod. He had put it there. 
He used his superior strength to tor- 
ture mo phj'slcally. He dominated me 
.spiritually. He made life a hell, such 
a hell as life can be made only for a 
child by mistreatment, when reality 
has nof starkly asserted • Itself, when 
proportions are not established and 
when illusions can be. kindly or hide- 
ous, 


"Richard and I grew up in this fash- 
j ion, I in terror of him and his malevo- 
lence. When I was fifteen mothel' died. 
She had been an unassertive mother. 
Circumstances and conditions were be- 
yond her strength of mind or body, but 
she had been a friend, and I missed 
her cruelly. 
It was really a ten'ibie 
loss at a time when I much needed a 
friend. 


"As we grew older Richard's dia- 
bolical habits became only shrewder, 
not less assertive. 
He contrived the 
most Ingenious schemes for my tor- 
ment. 
He humiliated me whenever 
possible before other boys and, better 
for his purpose, before girls. 


"My father put us out to school to- 
gether, and this suited Richard's pur- 
pose admirably. 
How I hated thl,s 
thing that bore my name and my blood! 
It became an indomitable hate. 
It 
exists to this day. 
No human being 
ever was so hated by another as my 
brother Richard was by me—and is— 
Is to this moment and will be hated 
while a breath remains in my body. 


"When I was eighteen my father 
died, and Richard and I inherited the 
estate under a trusteeship to continue 
until I was twenty-one, 
Richard was 
then twenty. 
In another year he at- 
tained his majority. He was profligate 
and wild, a heavy drinker, a coarse, 
cruel boor, a licentious young ruifian 
who had 
suffered twice In actions 
brought 
by 
weak 
and 
unfortunate 
girls. 


"It Irritated him beyond expression 
that he had to wait the slow process 
of my coming of age before he could 
come into his share of the property. 
His constant demeanor toward me was 
violent 
Several times I tried to estab- 
lish the reasonable relations 
which 
ought, in convention, to exist between 
brothers. 
It was quite hopeless, and 
my hate for this boor came to be an 
insane passion, 
It remains as a pas- 
filon now. 


"I may not be able to satisfy anyone 
that this .was the inevitable conse- 
quence of the treatment given me, but 
I could If I were to elaborate the de- 
tails—or merely state them. However, 
my pui-pose Is not so much to ipdict 
my brotlier as to record my own tri- 
umph—to assist the commisslori of a 
crime which has been of intense satis- 
faction to me, u crime in xyhlch I have' 
maintained my culpability with joy 
and from which Richard has suifered 
and Is suffering. 


"He Is a broken old man. 
He Is In 
a penitentiary." 


Here followed a section of the man- 
uscript from which, as I recognized, 
the page Dravada had taken was miss- 
ing, Then it continued: 


"I became a little more asserth'e of 
ray rights and dignity, with the result 
that our quarrels were more violent 
I tried to fit myself physically to meet 
Richard, but he was very sturdy, and 
his profligate habits had not yet un- 
dermined his health. 
When I resisted 
Wm physically he had the better of me. 


Throe times he knocked me uncon- 
scious..

It was difilcuU, because his 
refined sense of cruolty led him to 
search me out wherever I might be 
with my friends, and to humiliate me, 
if possible, before them. 


"One night I had been at a tavern 
in the village with some boys of my 
acquaintance 
when 
Richard, 
being 
drunk and very violent found me, and 
there was a scene In which he made 
loud threats that he Intended to kill 
me. 


"One of my friends persuaded me 
to go home. 
At Hartley house we 
walked the distance from the house 
to the village in tliose days, 
I set 
out alone, but Richard, breaking away 
from the young men who would have 
detained him, pursued me. 
He caucht 
up with me. and we abused each other 
as we walked, being overheard by serv- 
eral persons along the way. 


"When we came to a pool by the 
river near 'the house, he became In- 
sanely violent, cried that he was sick

of seeing me on earth and would rid 
himself of the siglit of me. 
He at- 
tacked me with a heavy stick he car- 
ried, succeeded in breaking down my 
guard and knocked me 
unconscious. 
Our cries, wliile he was 
attacking, 
were heard by a farmer living across 
the 
road. 
Richard 
was 
insanely 
drunk. 
He Intended to kill me and 
thought he had done so. 
He left the 
spot 
disturbed, 
probably, 
by 
the 
thought of physical consequences but 
I am sure, not by any spiritual mis- 
givings. 


"I do not know how long I remain- 
ed unconscious or when I awoke. 
It 
may have been te«, forty or sixty min- 
utes, 
It may have been an hour or 
two. 
wiien 
it 
was, 
consciousness 
brought an aching head and a dawn- 
ing determination. 


"Life witli Richard at Hartley house 
had become Impossible, 
I could no 
longer control him, I could no longer 
endure him, 


"A chance of escape and of revenge 
was possible. 
I was, in Richard's un- 
derstanding, dead. 
He had tried to 
kill me. 
He might be made to think 
he had. 
I had considerable money 
witli mo. 
Richard, of course, imd not 
touched I t 
Each of us had been giv- 
en, tliat morning, five hundred dollars 
by trustees. 
That had been the occa- 
sion of Richard's murderous debauch. 
It is strange—or is it?—that* I never 
think of him as, or i?ver called him, 
Dick. 


arranged the spot as well as I 
could In the details to suggest that my 
drunken and brutal brother had not

In making the Red Cross Home Ser- 
vice Report for the year, Nov. 1, 1919 
to i\ov. 1» 1020, it is intereslinff to 
note that tho chnracter of the work 
is slowly N^hanging. 
Altho the war 
is a memory, its results arc still with 
us. and the men and their families 
Avho loavned the value of the R. C. 
service in their time of st]^^Hs, still 
come to the Red Cross to be helped 
with problems and difliculties that arc 
the result of their service in ih^ war 
or of adjustment to civilian life. 
Over 
115 ex-service men and their families 
have brot tlieir varied nosds, and help 
has .been given in filling out applica- 
tions for compensation with their sup- 
porting records and evidence that the 
disability is due to or agravated by 
service of tlwir country. 
Men have 
been put in touch with 
the 
United 
States Public Health Service physi- 
cians for ^'eatment at home or in a 
hospital. 
In one case, the help meant 
a journ'3-y of nearly 50 miles, i*ound 
trip, to a disabled man ill in bod, tak- 
ing along a doctor and Notary Public, 
so that the necessary papers might be 
hurried to the Bureaxi of War Risk 
Insurance without delay, followed up 
by telegrams, for the illness of the 
man i>3quired haste. 
Disability forms 
havo been sent in each compensation 
case to the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Training, and help has been 
given in getting the men started in 
tlvair courses of training. 
In addition, 
discharge papers have been 
copied, 
assistance has been given in applying 
for bonus, refund of allotments and 
back pay, and Government Insurance 
has been re-instatsd and converted, 
amounting 
to 
over 
$50,000. 
Every 
section of the county has been repre- 
sented by the Red Cross office. 


One child crippled by infantile pa- 
ralysis was sent to the Jefferson Hos- 
pital, at Philadelphia, and 
operated 
on with excellent prospect of being 
made able to walk. 
A crippled man 
has bcon put in touch with the voca- 
tional training that has been recently 
established by the Bureau of Industry 
and Labor of Pennsylvania. 
Milk has 
been furnished children who needed 
the additional nourishm'?nt. 
Permis- 
sion to extend the R. C. Home Service 
to civilian families was granted 
by 
R. C. Division Headquarters last De- 
cember. 
Previous 
to this time, we 
wero allowed to serv^e only soldiers 
and ex-service men and their families 
and inbuenza victims. 
The reason for 
extending our service to civilians was 
because thero is no other agency in 
Adams county offering social service 
to the entire community x^egardless of 
race or religion. 
The work with and 
for civilian families is growing grad- 
ually. 
People hav'3 to be made aware 
of the variety and possibility of ser- 
vice which is offered them by the Red 
Cross. 
The Red Cross offeres to each 
cpmmunity, in Peac.. the service it 
proved itself capable of ministering 
in war and disaster. 
It is offcrcd, not 
forced, upon anyone, and the response 
to the Membership Roll Call, Novcm- 
l..>r 11 to 25, will be the answer of Ad- ' |

Given for 24 Hours B.efore 
Fowls Are Killed. 


STICKING METHOD 
FAVORED 


Some Feathers Should Be Allowed to 
Remain as Distinguishing 
M a r k - 
Pack In Neat Boxes of Most 
Convenient Size, 


Capons ffclccted for killing should 
be confined for 24 hours without feed 
or water to empty their crops com- 
pletely. 
The usual metliod of killing 
is known as tlie sticking metliod. 
The 
fowl is hung up by the feet, tlie head 
In the left hand, and tlie whole body 
stretched to full length. The mouth Is 
forced open and the blood vessels at 
tlie back of the throat are severed 
with 
a 
sharp 
narrow-bladed 
knife. 
The knife is tlien turned and 
tlie 
point plunged through the roof of tlie 
mouth to a point just behind and be- 
tween the eyes, piercing the brain. 
Tlie 
muscles 
are 
relaxed 
and 
tlie 
feathers come out easily. 


Dry Picking Is Best. 


Capons should always be dry picked, 
as they look much better and as some 
of the feathers should be left on. The 
feathers of the neck and head, the tail 
feathers, those a short way up the 
back, the feathers of tlie «last 
two 
joints of the wing, and those of the 
leg, about one-third of the way from 
knee to hip joint, should be left on. 
These feathers, together with tlic head 
of the capon, serve to distinguish it 
from other classes of poulti'y on the 
market, 
and 
consequently 
should 
never bo removed. 
In packing, be 
careful not to tear the skin. 
Bad 
tears, poultry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture say,

should be sewn up. 
Capons scalded 
and picked bare bring very little, if 
any, better prices than other poultry 
In the same condition. 


Most markets require capons to be 
undrawn and the head and feet left 
on. 
Care should be used to cleanse 
the head and feet of all signs of blood 
and filth. 


Pack In Neat Box. 


After picking, 
the 
cai'cassesf 
are 
hung In a cool place until the animal 
heat has entirely left the body, when 
they are ready to be packed. 
Like 
other poultry they should be packed 
In boxes of convenient size, holding a 
dozen carcasses, or in barrels. 
Every 
attention should be given to neatness 
and attractiveness, as this helps the 
sale and tlie price. 
During the time 
of year when most capons are mar- 
keted—^.Tanuarj', February and March 
—no ice is necessary, but if for any 
reason 
they 
are 
siiipped 
In 
warm 
weather they should 
be packed 
in 
ice.

The bureau has some 40 representa- 
tives located at 26 important umrlcet 
centers to mnke Inspections upon re- 
quest jOf those concerned with the ship- 
ments. A charge of 5^2.50' is made for 
less than half a carload and 54 for 
each half a carload or more. 


CORN HAS MANY ADVANTAGES 


Growing Period Is During Hottest Part 
of Year When Soil Is Dry and 
Thoroughly Warm. 


Com has an advantage 
over 
the 
small grains. 
Its growing period Is 
during the warmest part of the year. 
The soil is then dried out and warmed 
thoroughly. 
The days are then the 
longest and the sun shines the warm- 
est. 
All these things are needed by a 
piant to make growth. 
From this It 
becomes plain why corn sliouid pro- 
duce more food on an acre of land 
than a crop that does not take advan- 
tage of the whole growing season. 


Corn has another 
advantage 
and 
that Is that Its nature of growth is 
such that 'it can be cijltivated. 
Many 
may think that this is a disadvantage. 
The cultivation kills weeds and keeps 
the moisture from escaping. 
While 
corn uses as much moisture as a grain 
crop, the cultivation given it reduces 
the amount of moisture that evapor- 
ates from the soil—in this way mak- 
ing the corn crop a moisture saver. 


The corn crop has the advantage of 
season of growth, enabling it to pro- 
duce more per acre tlian the grain 
crops and the advantage of lending 
itself to being cultivated, which saves 
moisture and kills weeds, making It 
both a good producer and a crop to 
prepare the land for other crops. 


CUT SWEET CLOVER FOR SEED 


Difficult to 
Harvest 
Because 
Seeds 
Mature Unevenly—Stock 
Eat 
Some of Straw. 


Sweet clover Is difilcult to harvest 
for seed because It matures Its seeds 
unevenly. The best time to cut It for 
seed Is when half the seed pods have 
turned dark, and any grain or corn 
harvester will bundle the clover nice- 
ly. The stra\v Is usually woody, but 
stock will consume some of It. When 
it Is too coarse for feed It 
makes 
mighty good material to plow untier.
